The fascinating pressing of the 1723 Hibernia harp left 
reverse and the lJ2k Hibernia harp left reverse has given us 
more food for thought than can be digested at several sittings. 
Neither of these designs is known up to now with such dates. 

The pressing is in lead, 32 nun. in diameter, specific 
gravity 12.9 > 2 mm. in thickness. The diameter of the border 
beading is 27 nm. which matches the 1722 pieces. The seated 

figure and harp seem to be from the same punch as used on 

the dies for the 1722 normal pieces. The letter and number 
punches seem to be from the same punches used on the dies 
for the 1722-21* normal pieces. The head is under the space 

between E and R which are wider apart on the 1723 than on the 

I72U. Stops are before and after HIBERNIA and one follows the 
date. The stop near H is at mid-height of the letters and the 

others are near the base line. 

I have no reason to believe that the piece was struck 
from other than genuine pattern dies. The Hocking list of dies 
in the Tower collection does not list them. These were always 
privately owned dies and should not be expected to be in the 
Tower collection. In addition, as is well known, the Woods 
pieces were struck elsewhere. 

The use of the harp left dies for 1722 only and the 
changeover to harp right dies in 1722 and thereafter did not 
stop the preparation of other patterns for >^oods coinage in 
^723 and 1721* as Nelson shows. It therefore is logical that 
pattern dies were produced even though the design was not adopted 
for 1723 or 172U* Patterns of VIoods Irish coinage are known 
in silver, copper and bell metal and were made when dated. 

A trial striking in lead would ordinarily be uniface, in our 
opinion. A lead striking with two dies would be most abnormal. 

We also find that the lead impression of two reverses is very 
bright in some areas. It would be darker if made in the eighteenth

century. Naturally the use of the die dated 172U shows that 
the 1723 die was used after its date had passed so it was not 
a trial striking. The lead planchet on which the piece was 
struck was the size of the die to begin with. A trial would 
usually not be on so small a blank. It spread radially under 
great pressure, probably being squeezed on a screw press or 
medal press rather than by a sudden strike. The edge beading 
on the die has spread to the outer edge of the pressing, thus 
indicating slow steady movement under pressure. 

The lead Impression therefore seems not to be of the 
same period as the dies. It should be checked by nondestructive 
analysis to see whether the lead is too pure or has adulterants 
which could tell of its ago. It could be $0 to 100 years old, 
however, and still be as bright as it is. 

I have thought through various methods of forging this 
piece. An electro could be taken of the regular 1722 harp 
left issue and another of the regular 1723 issue. These could 
be backed with metal and then the legend and/or date of the 
1723 or I72U cut out and inserted in the 1722 piece. A die 
would then be made by transfers from this combination and the 
joint polished smooth. This would require delicate work of 
superb quality and I do not believe that it would have been 
undertaken by the most devilish. If it had been done then 
it would have been much more effective to make an obverse die 
and strike a 1723 or 172U harp left coin. Since that was 
apparently not done, I do not believe either reverse die is a 
forgery. Logic joins the evidence in this regard. 

I believe genuine dies were located somewhere and being 
unused and in perfect shape they were impressed on the lead planchet 
for some one interested in coins. ““ouldn’t we like to find those 
dies • 


The lead pressing is returned herewith. We would like photo- 
graphs when taken. It should be published after nondestructive 
analysis has been reviewed.

You have asked my opinion as to whether the Washington C.C.A.U.S. 
medal in tin which you sent for examination is cast or struck. It is 
mentioned in the original 1885 Baker work on page 69 as being cast on both sides. 
This wording makes it seem that the two faces were cast separately. The Bushnell 
sale, Lot #1365 and the prior Mickley sale. Lot #2983 describe the piece as made 
of tin but having been bronzed. Your piece doesn't look as if it was bronze 
plated. 


Fuld illustrates your identical piece in the Baker 1965 reprint. Perhaps 
your piece and a bronzed piece are different. 

Fundamentally there were many tin Washington medals made in 1832 as 
indicated by the Baker listings between #129 and #163. 

Your piece weighs 18.56773 grams and has a specific gravity of 7.20. 

This specific gravity indicates solid tin. There is no evidence of piecing of two 
faces together as the medal is of routine thickness and there was no reason to 
make faces separately. The medal has a normally toned dark color. It is strong 
in its design and legends. The field is rough from a build up of scale. There 
is a gas hole in the flat border of the obverse beyond the circular line and 
another under V of ANNIVERSARY on the reverse. On the obverse there are many 
metal spillovers into the trough between the flat border and the circle. 

It appears to me that this medal was formed in a screw press using a 
cast planchet. The planchet probably was cast in circular form rather than a 
strip of tin of proper thickness being cast and a planchet cut out of it. Then 
the planchet was inserted between dies in the screw press for striking. The 
planchet could have been preheated to make striking easier or heat could have 
developed from friction in metal movement under pressure. In working hot tin 
sometimes the metal sticks to the dies and this could cause the "border to circle" 
imperfections. This sometimes occurs on 1776 tin Continental Dollars at the 
border. The screw press was usually hand swung so as to make the medal struck 
by impact. Sometimes it was swung twice. 

My conclusion is that the medal is struck on a cast planchet. This seems 
to explain the problems which the imperfections give rise to. 

We hope we have been helpful. The coin is returned herewith.

Many thanks for sending the two specimens for my examination and photography. 

I am returning them with this letter. 

I do not know what to say about the Mass l/2<^. My first impression is that it is 
a very nice specimen that someone mistreated in years past by either filing the 
edges or just dragging the coin along some rough surface ~ like sandpaper ~ to 
brighten the edges. It has a nice ring and the edge structure within the area of 
the planchet clip looks very normal and shows natural shear marks. BUT - the 
surface of the coin shows suspicious signs that it MIGHT be a cast copy. Best thing 
to do with this one is to run it through ANACS or Eric Newman and his friend at 
St. Louis University for an opinion. 

The Ryder 3 over African Head was very difficult to photograph, and I am not certain 
that I have a negative that will give me a print that can be halftoned and published 
in CNL, but I will certainly give it a try. I believe that it will make a good 
visual full tone print, but we lose so much detail in the halftone process that it may 
not be printable via that process. In any case I shall write it up even though the 
print may not work out. 

By the way ~ the new Fugio 24~MM was finally located by the Post Office after some 
two weeks delay in delivery! Thank goodness.

The two level border from 2 to 
8 o'clock on the obverse is indicative of a two piece cast. The edge 
has been polished. The depression in front of M on the reverse is too 
smooth to be an accident to this coin. The depression between TH is arti* 
ficial. The coin shows no wear. In our opinion it is a cast forgery. 

Keep finding new things and have fun.
